***ANY references used must be listed on a separate sheet of paper 
***ANY internet references must include the ENTIRE link 

**lfyou need a second page it may not be written on the back of your first page. You must use another sheet 
of notebook paper. 

4**^ and 5**^ grade may choose their author on Tuesday, January 13 from 7:30AM to 8:00AM OR Wednesday, 
January 14 from 7:30AM to 8:00AM.
